Trihiotc oflice, 
while working around a j >b press, 
one day lat.t woik, had tho mis- 
fortune lo have his hand caught in the 
press, and having it badly crushed, 
two of his fingers being lacerated. 
It is feared that he will have to aban- 
don the "type-sticking" trade al- 
together. " Pat " has a host of friends 
who sympnlhize with him in his mis- 
fortune. 

John Cherry, a typo of this city, is 
now regul.ifly employed in the otiioe 
of Oinioolci/'s Ih/iinffs, a humorous 
weekly of tliis city. John is a good 
printer, and we hope he will stick to 
ilia job. 

An occurrence truly illustrating 
"man's inhumanity to man," took 
place not a thousand miles from this 
city, in which a doafmtite played a 
prominent part. The story as related 
to your correspondent, is as follows : 
"A few months ago, a mute who was 
in very destitute circumstances, ap- 
plied lo ft farn> house iu an adjoining 
county for aid, and the head of the 
house, in the goodness of his henrt, 
took him iu, fed, clothed, nnd gave 
liiin work on the farm. For a time 
everything progressed smoothly, the 
miito proving to bo industrious, and 
at the same time willing and anxious 
lo work, notwithstniiding the fact that 
he w;i8 only working for his board, 
thereby winning ihe respect and 
eonlidcnceof his employer. Not long 
since his benefactor was laid upon a 
bed of sicknef s, and while in that 
condition, the affairs of the farm were 
eutrusted to his deaf aiid dumb 
employee to a greater or less degree, 
so great was the farmer's confidence. 
Now com* 8 the ractmest part of the 
story. The mute rewarded his 
employer, while he l.-iy prostrated on 
his bed of sickness, by ransacking the 
house and stealing therefrom a small 
sum of raotiey, some clothing and a 
silver watch, and left for parts un- 
known.'' The nlM^vc truly illusl rates 
" man's inhumanity to man," and your 
correspondent gives il to the readers 
aa related lo him, but will not vouch 
for the truth of it.

In every age (his game has been 
p'aycil in sober earnest ; in everv 
country men have followetl their 
loader, I do not believe that men can, 
as a rule, govern tlicmselveii — they 
need Icadcrc. If this is true of tlio.se 
that can hear, it is also true of the 
deaf. The deaf need leaders even 
more than those that can hear, for 
their deafness cutsthcin oH io a mea- 
sure, (although I do not believe it 
cuts them oil its much as some of 
them believe) from stxjiely and the 
moiins of improvement, and so they 
need leaders and tcaclicra to tcacii 
theni. 

The fiiHt thing to be tliought of in 
selecting Icuder<i is, are thy good men 
for the ptir|»ose. They should be 
firm-minded men, not given to dicta- 
tion, for as no one is obliged to follow 
like soldiers in the army, their busi- 
ness is to suggest plaiiri. not to give 
oideiH. I have attended two large 
luoelings of doaf-miiios lately, tlie 
lirdt of which came near failing, nod 
the sccoiiil — at the Steiiiway Hall — 
did fail from the lack of Imrmonj. 
Each one waiitttd his own [dan adopt,- 
led, and saw no goo*l in any other 
pro[)OHal. In other words, cacli wish- 
ed to " run the inacliiiie," and >!Oine 
of them hiul not the faintest idea of 
what plans were. Some wore prompt- 
ed by ambition to have their iiainos 
in I he pa|)ers. and others by pergonal 
dislikes and likes. Now, gciiileineii, 
that is absurd. If the work is good 
and well done, it makes very little 
dillerence who docs it. Yon must re- 
meinbcr that in a community like 
oiirn, leivlers should not work for 
their own pcriiual ambition, but for 
the good of all. The deaf forms a 
very small proportion of the popula- 
tion, and no matter how well kiK^wii 
a man may bo among lis, his iiaiiio 
will bo totally unknown to thotisuiids. 
Besiilcs thitt personal aiiibiiioii is a 
very low mark to aim at, ami to 
follow a mail l>ocaiise you are his 
y®"* ! personal fricml, even if yon disap|)rove 
of his plan.-, or to approve another 
man Ix.'cau.'ic yoii are his iiersonal 
enemy, even if you think ho is right, 
is still more |K-lty. But so it ix, I 
<lo not incaii to say that those that 
can hear arc not a pi to do the same 
thing, for I am fully aware that they 
do it, but that is no excuse for the 
deaf. Tlicy should follow tho*<e that 
can hear only in their good deeds, not 
in their bad, A groat many plans 
for our improvement have failed from 
ihe {lelty iiiiiide<liiess of some among 
us, who ihouglit they kiKjw u great 
deal, when in fact they knew nothing 
to sjioak of, or because they eiilertuiii- 
e<l a }M?rs4iiial disliko for ihe man 
wiio jii-oposed the plan, and had not 
' nobility of mind to follow 
A character. Sir William 
•Scott of Deloraine, is mentioned in 
Sir Walter Scott's jrocm entitled 
•'The Lay of tho Lual Ministrcl," 
whose example in some rcs|)euls the 
deaf could follow with profit to them- 
selves, Scott of Dtlor.iiiie, and an 
Knglishm.-in, named Miisgravc, were 
bitter jxjrsr.nal enemies and jiursiied 
each other in every manner seeking 
i-acli other's lives. Somecimo when 
Ueloraine was sick, Miisgravc was 
killed in u duel by u muii in Doloriaiie's 
armor. Deloraiiio jiimjied out of bis 
si.vk bed as soon as ho heard of the 
light, and nislied to the Held hoping 
to Mght Miisgravo himstdf, but when 
he fonnd tho latter dead lie burst out 
with
